SAN FRANCISCO UP— Six years 
of experience with raw cabbage 
juice as an ulcer treatm ent indi­ 
cates 
that procedure

sorting to surgery, says a Stan­ 
ford University physician. 
Three weeks on cabbage juice 
plus a bland diet healed m ost ul­ 
cers in a series of 63 cases, Dr. 
G arnett Cheney reported in the 
Stanford Medical Bulletin. Six pa­ 
tients with “ huge” ulcers needed 
56 days of treatm ent. Conventional 
treatm ent for ulcer with 
drugs 
usually 
requires 
six 
weeks 
or 
more, he added. 
Only three of the 65 cases failed 
to show healing. Dr. Cheney said 
each of these had dense scar tissue 
in the stom ach and liver dam age, 
there were three others, not count­ 
ed in the 65 cases, who had stom ­ 
ach cancer as well as ulcers. Their 
ulcers did not heal. 
Raw cabbage juice is particular­ 
ly rich in a substance which Dr. 
Cheney tentatively calls Vitamin 
U. It apparently helps the stom ach 
lining to resist breakdown when 
under attack by natural stom ach 
acids and other body chem icals.

importance. Boards of education and sup­ 
erintendents, so heavily represented in the 
conference, have all too often been more 
protective of the interests ot 
taxpayers 
than they have of the schools. 
“We feel that the omission of tile proper 
proportion of teachers . . . tends to give 
then a status of secondary importance in 
the minds of these representatives of the 
community at the meeting. We further 
wish to protest the high-handed and ar- 
britary fashion in which the delegates 
from W ayne County to the national con- 
wcre selected. No opportunity was a :ford­ 
ed the delegates to nominate any delegates. 
We were simply told by the chairman that 
the delegates had been chosen by hi' steer­ 
ing committee and their decision was fin­ 
al. He quoted your office as approving of 
this procedure.” 
This protest, while it embodies m erit on 
the point of teacher representation in the 
conferences, presents the State Department 
of Public Instruction, which sponsored the 
conferences in Michigan, and its head, Dr. 
Taylor, in a bad light unfairly. The White 
House Conference plan aimed at a pre­ 
dominance of laymen and failed to achieve 
it through no fait of the schoolmen who 
tried to arrange this result. The depart­ 
ment took a hands-off attitude on the se­ 
lection of delegates to Washington to allow 
democratic process to work. The selections 
of m any of the groups caused protests, b u t 
this was chiefly because more area nom ­ 
inees than delegate places. 
The summation speakers of the confer - 
ence, who visited the 50 discussion groups, 
found the voice of the teacher in the con­ 
ference 
strongly 
influential, 
although 
teachers w ere not chosen as such. Many of 
the delegates w ere former teachers. Some 
of the regional meetings critized the con­ 
ference plan because students weren't in­ 
vited. The AFL teachers now critized both 
regional 
and 
state 
conferences 
because 
teachers w eren’t included. 
The teachers’ protest should not Inspire 
public criticism of the conference. It ne­ 
glects the true function of the conference, 
which was not so much to find out what 
is wrong with the schools and how to cor­ 
rect it. The chief reason for the confer­ 
ences is to spread throughout the public­ 
an interest in school affairs which the 
teachers already have.

Tile Soviet invitation has, we may sup­ 
pose, come sooner than Dr. A denauer e x ­ 
pected or would hove wished. Presumably 
he would have preferred it if Moscow had 
waited until say the autumn, that is until 
after the first cadres of the G erm an arm y 
are in boing. 
Nevertheless, tile Bonn government has 
expected and has been counting upon dip­ 
lomatic recognition and an exchange of 
ambassadors. In fact there is some reason 
to think that there have already been un­ 
official .soundings taken both ways about 
the acceptability ot certain persons to head 
the missions. 
There is little doubt, therefore, that Dr. 
Adenauer will accept in principle the So­ 
viet proposal to “normalize” diplomatic 
relations. even though he may not wish to 
go himself to Moscow' in. as the Soviet note 
says, “the near future.” 


The timing of the Soviet imitation shows 
light, I think, on how the Soviet rulers 
regard the forthcoming meeting at the sum ­ 
mit, and the various Four Power and other 
conferences which are supposed to follow 
it.

This latest note to toe Bonn gove '.uncut 
marks the end of the period during which 
the fate of Germ any was to be decided 
by the Big Four.

Here Are Some Useful Tips 


For Athlete's Foot Victims

With the arrival of warm w eather and sen with a view to making them as light 
the increasing use of locker rooms, swim - and well-aired as compatible with working 
ming pools and other athletic facilities conditions, 
used bv great numbers of people — ring­ 
worm increases by leaps and bounds.

is dermatophytosos. 
The 
various fungi (which are a variety of plant 
life responsible for dermatophytosls) grow 
best under conditions of moisture (hence 
their increase frequency In the summ er 
months ) and are spread from person to 
person from moist floors, towels, socks, 
and the like. 
The feet, between the toes. the hands, 
the groin, and the scalp, are favorite loca­ 
tions for this condition,

Dermatophytosis may take various forms 
such as blistering, scaling, cracking, lumps 
or callous-like lesions of the skin. Itching 
is frequent. 
Many persons have only mild symptoms 
which they do not recognize, and allow 
lo go on for a long time without treatment. 
The Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry 
of the American Medical Association has 
made some recommendations on derm ato­ 
phytosis which include the following: The 
feet should be kept clean and dry with 
special attention to places between the 
to e ; the si toes and socks should be aired 
when not in use. 
What shoes ar# ta aoUd akmite Wa abo. 


A dusting powder consisting of IO poi 
cent boric acid in powdered talcum should 
be put on the feet, in between the tees 
every night and morning 
The council suggested the following pol­ 
icy as to treatment: “Only the mild lesions 
that occur between the 
toe- 
should be 
treated by the patient himself; that is. 
where the lesions exhibit only scaliness 
and perhaps mild redness and fissuring. 
“Considerable redness, moisture, pustule 
formation or pain call for the attention of 
the physician and the physician only. The 
patient must err on the safe side ”

An address by Sam uel R. Rosen­ 
thal, MHS alum nus and scholar­

highlighted im pressive graduation 
exercises T hursday night for 87 
M anistique High School students. 
Atty. Rosenthal, who holds de­ 
grees from 
the 
U niversity 
of 
M ichigan 
and 
H arvard 
Law 
school, rem inisced w ith students 
about his early days in M anistique 
and contrasted the w'orld of 1916 
with the present. 
He was introduced by H. K eith 
Bundy, a m em ber of the M ani­ 
stique Board of Education who was 
graduated w ith Mr. Rosenthal in 
1916. The present M anistique High 
School building had not been built 
then and exercises w ere held in 
the C ero theatre on M aple Ave. 
Mr. Rosenthal, one of M anistique^ 
most illustrious sons, was saluta- 
torian of the class. 
High Living Cost 
D uring the com m encem ent pro­ 
gram here T hursday night, 
the 
Chicago attorney 
presented 
a 
Rosenthal scholarship of $250 to 
Harold Paw ley, 17, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Isac Paw ley, 219 Schoolcraft 
Ave. The scholarship aw ard, of­ 
ten supplem ented by M r. Rosen­ 
thal, w as instituted in 1947, but 
the 1955 aw ard was the first he 
presented personally. 
Noting th a t he w ished he now 
“w ere as wise and knew the an­ 
sw ers as confidently” as w hen he 
was graduated, Mr. Rosenthal ob­ 
served that the world today is 
not as pleasant as it was in 1916. 
A m erica w as peaceful then and the 
w ar in Europe, then alm ost two 
years old, did not concern the n a­ 
tion. 
“We w ere concerned w ith the 
high cost of living which, as the 
then cu rren t song said, ‘was d riv ­ 
ing us m ad.’ Today, w ith infla­ 
tion about us, w e are m ade of 
sterner stuff,” he noted. 
Six Per Cent Interest 
The European w ar gave the U. 
S. prosperity of a kind in 1916, he 
told students, but w ages in M ani­ 
stique w ere generally $2 to $2.50 
a day. The flight of young men 
from tow n to the autom obile fac­ 
tories and Mr. F ord’s $5 a day, 
first a trickle, then was fast ac­ 
celerating. 
M anistique 
had 
a 
Coast G uard “ w ireless” station be­ 
hind Z im m erm an’s 
Cigar 
Store 
(now Stam ness Jew elers), and an 
autom obile trip to G ladstone and 
Escanaba w as roughly the equiv­ 
alent of a safari today in d a rk ­ 
est A frica, he observed in con­ 
trasting the tw o periods. 
“M uch th a t w e today take for 
granted w as still unknow n, not 
only the instrum ents of destruc­ 
tion such as the atom and hydro­ 
gen bom b, the je t bom ber and the 
guided m issile, but also those that 
prolong life, such as sulfa drugs, 
penecillin 
and 
antibiotics, 
and 
much th at som etim es m akes life 
more enjoyable, such as radio, and 
television. Equally unknow n w ere 
hideous Bolshevism , Com munism, 
M arxism , Fascism , Natzism and 
all the many' “ism ” w hich w ere to 
change our lives. Russia and G er­ 
many, indeed most of Europe were 
ruled by m onarchs,” Atty. Rosen­ 
thal explained to students. 
The people of A m erica in 1916 
lived in a “ w orld of certainty, 
safety and six per cent interest," 
he added. “ If you had $40,000 you 
could retire, because that $40.- 
000 would produce 2400 tax free 
dollars a year, or $200 a m onth. 
That $200 would enable you to live 
better th an anyone in town except 
a few lum berm en, who then w ere 
not called lum ber barons, he not­ 
ed. In th a t y ear the “infam ous in­ 


come ta x ,” then hardly three years 
'old, affected only the extrem ely 
w ealthy, and was “all of one per 
! cent on the first $50,000 of ta x a ­ 
ble income, after an exem ption of 
$3,000 for an individual or $4,000 
for a m arried couple. 
I . S. Hope of World 
“But things began to happen 
shortly after th at June night in 
1916,” Atty. Rosenthal 
recalled 
and “w ithin IO m onths the n a­ 
tion was at w ar and our w orld 
was never again to be the sam e. 
M any of the graduates w ere soon 
in uniform , as m any of you w ill 
be.” to told graduating students. 
“I am afraid that as a group 
the 
1916 high school 
graduates 
throughout the nation did n ’t do a 
good job in the world. As proof, 
see the state of 
the 
world 
to­ 
day,” he asserted. “Your genera­ 
tion can’t do worse and will do 
I better than we did; for there w ere 
m any things which we didn’t rea l­ 
ize th at you know full w ell,” he 
j told students. 
“You know that 
the 
U nited 
States, in spite of its obvious im ­ 
perfections, is the one nation of 
all the nations in the w orld in 
which individual man 
can 
live 
his life free from tyrants, rep res­ 
sions and fears; w here life, liber­ 
ty and the pursuit of happiness, 
and freedom of speech, religion 
and opportunity are still the b irth ­ 
right of its citizens—living re la ­ 
tives, and not the double talk of 
despots,” he em phasized. 
Have Precious Heritage 
W hen one travels abroad and 
sees the glances of others, “you 
soon realize th at the m ost preci­ 
ous and envied possession in the 
w orld is Am erican 
citizenship,”

Rosenthal in 
recent

has 
m ade several trips to Europe and 
A frica, on cases involving in te r­ 
national civil law. He is associat­ 
ed in the law firm of Sonnenchein

ANN ARBOR ufl — The fires of 
the universe, banked in the atom , 
have burned m ostly for war. Today 
science dedicates a new laboratory 
to turn these fires to peace. 
The laboratory is the U niversity 
of 
M ichigan’s 
m em orial 
to

II 
— The 
Phoenix 
M emorial 
Laboratory, 
dedicated 
to 
research 
into

peacetim e uses of atom ic energy. 
It’s an im pressive building — its 
four 
ventilating 
stacks 
reaching 
into the air, its deadly cargo of 
radioactive 
uranium 
and 
cobalt, 
not yet arrived, to be buried deep 
in the ground under a shield of 
water. 
Driven To Work 
But just as im pressive are its 
uses and its aim s. It is to be used 
for basic research by the kind of 
‘‘man who is driven to do the work 
because he is a scientist.” 
These are the words of Dr Henry 
J. Gom berg. the assistant director 
of the Phoenix project, a young 


Here each room increases in radia­ 
tion degrees and im portance from 
the front of the building to the 
back where the uranium reactor is 
being built. 
Largest In Country 
It will be the largest 
reactor 
owned by a non-governm ental insti­ 
tution. Paid for by the Ford Motor 
Co., its cost is one million dollars
